2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claim 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a device for measuring the tridimensional surface shape by projecting 
moire interference jfringe, wherein the said device includes two coordinate straight-line motion 
axes for constituting a rectangular triangle by use of a marking point of the projector, a 
marking point of the visualizer and a marking point projected on the object surface, and does 
not teach or fairly suggest a method for measuring the tridimensional surface shape by 
projecting moire interference fringe, wherein a rectangular triangle is constituted by a marking 
point in the projector, a marking point in the visualizer and a marking point projected on the 
object surface. 
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
